Douglas Mark Crowder (MU voice faculty 1998- 
2008), passed away on June 15, 2013 at a hospital in 
Baltimore, Maryland. Fie was 55. The cause of death was 
abdominal cancer, said his brother Kenneth Crowder. 

Mr. Crowder loved music from a young age, listening 
to the Beatles with his brother and to the classical 
records his mother would play. Fie began taking guitar 
lessons when he was 12, and started his career in singing 
in his church choir at Spurgeon Memorial Baptist 
Church in Norfolk, Virginia and in the Bayside High 
School Choir. He started piano studies at 17. 

Mr. Crowder earned a Bachelor of Music degree from 
Westminster Choir College, a Master of Church Music 
degree from Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
and his Doctor of Musical Arts in Voice from Peabody 
Conservatory. Mr. Crowder sang with the Westminster 
Choir with Joseph Flummerfelt conducting at the 
Spoleto Festival in Spoleto, Italy; at Royal Albert Hall in 
London, England; and at Lincoln Center with Leonard 
Bernstein conducting. Dr. Crowder was also an avid 
fisherman. He loved nature, art, and literature. 

Peggy Dettwiler has been selected to serve as a 
Lecturer to present two seminars at the 10th World 
Choral Symposium on Choral Music in Seoul, Korea, 
in August of 2014. The World Choral Symposium 
is a one-week event organized every three years at a 
prominent and attractive city somewhere in the world. 

Peggy is thrilled as she considers this invitation to 
be the most prestigious in her professional career. The 
session is entitled, “Overtone Singing as a Choral Art” 
and will be given collaboratively with overtone singer 
and composer, Stuart Hinds of Lubbock, Texas. Hinds 
has visited Mansfield University to work with the 
choirs on overtone singing, and the Concert Choir 
has performed three of his compositions. The session 
has also been accepted for presentation at the Eastern 
Division Convention of the American Choral Directors 
Association next February in Baltimore, Maryland. 

During the summer 2013, Peggy conducted a one- 
week seminar for graduate students at Gordon College 
in Boston. She worked with twenty-eight students on 
the topic, “Jump-Start Your Choral Repertoire Skills.” 
Peggy has produced two DVDs on choral repertoire 
techniques: “Developing a Choral Color Palette” and 
“Sing in Style.” 

Rebecca Dodson-Webster has been selected by the 
Advisory Council of the International Horn Society to 
be the new Pennsylvania Area Representative. As the 
area representative, Rebecca will be overseeing horn 
conferences and events as well as planning membership 
and recruiting events in the state. 


Christine Moulton performed on baroque flute 
with the group Bethlehem Baroque in Bethlehem, 
PA’s Wesley Church in January. She will also perform 
with the group in August at Bethlehem’s Musikfest 
2013, and for the world-renowned baroque flutist Bart

In addition to conducting the 
Mansfield University Symphony Orchestra, Jacobsen served for 
the past two years as the Artistic Director and Conductor of the 
Binghamton (NY) Community Orchestra. Jacobsen has conducted 
numerous All-State and All-Region Honor Orchestras as well as 
professional orchestras in Europe. He served as the Music Director of 
the Orchestra of the Pines in Nacogdoches, TX and was Director of 
Orchestral Activities and Opera at Stephen F. Austin State University 
prior to coming to Mansfield University in 2008. Jacobsen founded 
the Blue Valley Chamber Orchestra (KS) and was a conductor the 


Youth Symphony of Kansas City. He taught in the public schools 
of Kansas, Colorado, and Virginia. Jacobsen’s ensembles have 
performed at state music conventions and national and international 
music festivals. Jacobsen earned his Doctorate at the University of 
Northern Colorado and has a Masters Degree from the University of 
North Dakota. His post-doctoral studies in conducting were taken 
at several major universities as well as in Europe. As a professional 
musician, Jacobsen has served as Principal Bassist for numerous 
orchestras and has performed in jazz clubs across the nation. Along 
with other members of the ensemble, he received a Grammy 
nomination for his work as bassist on the jazz recording Hot IV.

Mark Bowling decided, “why write a note when I can call a bunch 
of people, drive 3 hours, and have a party in person instead!” 

This alumni-retirement dinner was held on May 19, 2013, at the 
Yorkholo Brewpub in Mansfield included: Steve McEuen, Mike 
Galloway, and faculty emeritus Don Stanley, along with 1986ers

From bassoonist Meg Sorensen 
Spatz: Your Annual Christmas Party 
gift exchange gift: a Glow-in-the- 
dark stick-on Jesus for Beth Kramer’s 
dashboard. Caroline Servinsky Gillott: 

... it was always exciting for me come 
time for master class because you never 
knew what to expect. Mr McEuen 
always had something up his sleeve. Just 
when you thought you had him figured 
out, he went and did something that just 
blew your mind and made you laugh until 

you cried. His sense of humor is extremely unique. (I say that as a 
compliment.) Jess (Rose) Pugliano: Our low brass Christmas concert 
where we decorated everything remains an inspiration to me now when 
I decorate my classroom. I also remember our first tuba euphonium

rehearsal watching the great regurgitator on video tape. And there 
was always time for jokes and his stories from the Navy. From Nancy 
(Jarvis) Zimmerman’s list: 4) At Christmas I still have the urge to string 
lights up on my trombone, 5) I wonder if you have forgiven me yet 
for the whole “We wish you A Merry Christmas” prank. I was quite 
honored when you introduced me to your current trombone studio 
five years ago at the last jazz band reunion as the girl 
who left you to sing the high C alone. I am touched 
that you still remembered, even if you originally tried 
to give all the credit to Dave Morrison. 6) Always say 
something nice. Thanks for using this philosophy. It 
always made me want to work harder. Plus it also 
made me feel respected. It’s discouraging when 
teachers only tell you what you do wrong. I make 
sure to do this with all my students. 10) The fake 
recommendation you wrote me that started with, 

“I guess this letter is sort of in recommendation 
of Nancy Jarvis” and ended with, “Among all of 
the students I’ve ever had, there she is.” Points 
listed included being too short, having hair 
that is too red (orange) that clashed with 
your red suit, and that I should be sentenced 
to cleaning a stable with a spoon for the Christmas 
song prank.

He found it after a quick search, and then continued 
to root around his office. He then came to me and said 
“most people will tell you that they found the item they 
were looking for in the last place they looked. I want you 
to notice that I continued to look for the item even after I 
found it, so it indeed was not in the last place that I looked.” 
Glen DeGeorge: It’s not often that you meet a person that 
can pull off a three-piece suit complete with cowboy boots, 
while sporting a trombone in hand, as he arrives in style, 
parking his jet-black mustang in the lower lot of Butler 
Music Center. It is also equally rare to find someone who is 
as committed, talented, tough, musical, and invested in his 
students, as Mr. McEuen. Jon Hummel: After speaking 
with many colleagues since graduating, nobody can say 
that they were as close with their professors as I was with 
you ... As I look back on my days at Mansfield, I think 
of the countless times you welcomed us into your home 
and offered “life tutoring” sessions. Certainly this is above 
and beyond the role of a college professor. You taught 
us how to be great musicians AND great individuals— 
an experience I could not have enjoyed elsewhere. Karl 
Schultz: He was my teacher for 7 years and the reason I 


have a job today. It’s hard to put into words! Tom Polett: 
I can’t begin to express how much his teaching impacted 
me. He is an amazing musician, an amazing teacher, and 
an amazing man. Robin Linnaberry: We Trombone 
Majors learned as much during Mr. McEuen’s Rep Class 
(Trombone Choir) as in any other venue or experience: 
Transpositions, Balance/Blend strategies, Interpretation of 
standard excerpts, and much more. It was only years later, 
when I began hosting Student Teachers (I’ve had more 
than 35 student teachers over the years), that I recognize 
a common truth: most young professionals truly don’t 
know how to teach the Basics on their primary instrument, 
particularly at the beginning and intermediate levels. Mr. 
McEuen did everything necessary for us to become well- 
versed at teaching every level, from opening the case & 
assembling/holding the instrument during 4th grade, to 
helping students pass their own college auditions. No 
stone was left unturned, and we were all better for it. 
Who are “we”? Thirty-odd years of exceptional Trombone 
Majors who were fortunate enough to experience the magic 
of a master teacher; that’s who. SteveMcEuen: “Pass it on.”

Dr. Kenneth Sarch leaves a long 
legacy of accomplishments in the 
classroom and around the world. The 
professor of music retired in May 
2013 after nearly two decades at MU. 

On campus, he built the symphony 
orchestra into a dynamic, full unit 
that impressed audiences and received 
well-deserved accolades and he started 
a String Chamber Orchestra. He 
added flair to the performances with 
his showmanship and humor. 

The Julliard graduate came to MU 
in 1993 to teach violin and viola and 
conduct. 

Over the years he was awarded two 
Fulbright Scholar Awards in music 
to teach, perform and conduct in 
Brazil and Bolivia, the 2003 PMEA 
Citation of Excellence in College 
Music Education and US IA Arts 
America Grants to Panama, Brazil, 
Jordan and Israel. 

He was invited 10 times to 
conduct the Panama National Youth 
Orchestra Music Festival in Panama 

City. He founded and was the first 
conductor of Orquesta Sinfonica 
Juvenil in Santa Cruz, 
Bolivia and returns 
in August 2013 as 
Guest Conductor 
and Violin Soloist 
to celebrate the 
orchestras 10th 
anniversary. 


In the U.S, Ken presented recitals, 
string workshops, master classes and 
clinics at state, regional and national 
music conventions, universities and 
music schools. He has done numerous 
guest conducting appearances at 
District, Regional, and All-county 
orchestras in 12 states, as well as 
fulfilling international conducting 
and performing invitations in Brazil, 
Jordan, Israel, Venezuela, Bolivia, 
Panama and Puerto Rico. 

He performed the world premiere 
of Panamanian composer Narcisco 
Garays “Violin Sonata” written in 
1901 and the Beethoven “Kreutzer” 
Sonata at the International Saint Malo 
Festival. 

Ken served as president and state 
newsletter editor of the PA Delaware 
String Teachers Association and 
National String and Chamber Music 
Program Chairs for MTNA (Music 
Teachers National Association). 

He created a student chapter of the 
American String Teachers Association 
at MU and served as faculty advisor. 

In 2010, the Mansfield chapter 
won The Most Improved Chapter 
national award, and in 2011 won the 
Outstanding Chapter award. 

He served as chair of the MU Fine 
Arts Committee for six years, helping 
to bring internationally recognized 
performing arts ensembles to the 
campus. 


He was Concertmaster of the 
Williamsport Symphony for 14 
years, as well as Concertmaster of the 
Maryland Symphony and the New 
York Orchestral Society. 

Kens publications reflect his 
scholarly curiosity and wide reach. 
They include: “Colonial Williamsburg 
Odyssey,” for String Orchestra (six 
movements based on early American 
music); “Ahlan Sabaya Alfarah,” 
(Arabic Dance for strings with finger 
cymbals and drum); “March, Minuet 
and Capriccio by Ben Franklin,” 
based on Franklin’s manuscripts; “The 
Rink and The Bank Robbery,” music 
for two of Charlie Chaplin’s silent 
films. 

Early in his career, Ken was Assistant 
to acclaimed violinist and teacher, the 
late Roman Totenberg. 

Ken’s passion for his profession and 
his students, as well as his quiet sense 
of humor, will be missed. 

Though he’s “retired,” Ken shows 
no signs of slowing down. A quick 
check of his website shows a full 
summer schedule of conducting 
and performing, then taking up the 
position as Concertmaster of the 
Bloomsburg Symphony in 2013- 
2014.
